Icannot fay, Sir, which of thefe Mo- 
tives influence the Advocates for tlie Bill 
before us; a Bill inwhich fuch'Cruelties 
are propofed as are yet unknown among 
the moft favage Nations, fuch as S!avery 
has’not yet borne, or Tyranny invent- 
éd, fuch as cannot be heard without 
Refentment, nor thought of without 
Horror.

H E Claufe now under our Con- ? 

fideration is fo inconfiderately 
drawn up, that it is impoflible to read 
it in the moft curfory Manner, with- 
out difcovering the Neceflity of nume- 
rous Amendments ; no malicious Sub- 
tilties or artful Deduétions are required H 
in raifing Obje¢tions to this Part of the 
Bill, they croud upon us without being 
fought, and inftead of exercifing our 
Sagacity, weary our Attention. 
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The firtt Error, or rather one Part 
of » general and complicated Error, is 
the Computation of Time not by Days 
but by Kalendar Months, which, as 
they are not equal one to another, may 
embarrafs the Account between the 
Sailors and thofe that employ them. 
In all Contraéts of a fhort Daoration, 
the Time is to be reckoned by Weeks 
and Days, by certain and regular Pe- 
riods, which has been {fo conftantly 
the Praélice of the fea-faring Men, 
that perhaps many of them donet know 
the Meaning of a Kalendar Month: 
This indeed is a Neglett of no great 
Importance, becaafe no Man can be 
deprived by it of more than theWa 
due for the Labour ofa few Days, Sx 
the other Part of this Clanfé is more fe- 
rioufly to be confider’d, as it threatens 
the Sailors with greater Injuries. For it 
isto be enacted, that all Contraéts made 
for more Wages than are here allowed 
fhall be cota!ly void, 

It cannot be denied to be poffible, 
and in my Opinion it is very likely, 
that many Contraéts will be made 
without the Knowledge of this Law, 
and confequently without any Defign 
of violating it; but Ignorance, inevit- 
able Ignorance, tho’ it is a valid excufe 
for every other Man, is no Pilea for 
the unhappy Sailor; he muft fuffer, 
tho’ innocent, the Penalty of a Crime ; 
muft undergo Danger, Hardfhips, and 
Labour, without a Recompence, and 
at the End of a faccefsful Voyage, af- 
ter having enriched his Country by 
his Induftry, return Home to a ne- 
ceffitous Family without being able to 
relieve them. 

It is fcarce!y neceffiry, Sir, to rai‘e 
any more Objections to a Claufe in 
which nothing is Right ; but to fhew 
how its Imperfe€tions multiply upon 
the flighteft Confideration, ] take the 
Opportunity to obferve that there is no 
Provifion made for regulating the Voy- 
ages performed in lefs Time than a 
Month, fo that the greateft Part of th 
Abufes, which have been reprefente .

Nor is it much more eafy to fhew 
the Neceffity of this Expedient in our 
prefent State, in which it appears from 
the Title of the Bill, that our chief En- 
deavour fhou'd be the Increafe and En- 
eouragement of Sailors, and, I fuppofe, 
it has not often been difcover’d, that 
by taking away the Profits of a Pro- 
feilion greater Numbers have been al- 
lured to it.

SIR, 

T HE Objeétions which, have been 

urged with fo much Ardour, and 
difplay’d with fuchPower of Eloquence, 
are not, in my Opinion, formidable 
enough to difcourage us from profecut- 
ing our Meafures ; fome,of them may 
be perhaps readily anfwered, and the 
reft eafily removed. 

The Computation of ,Time, as it 
now ftands, is allow’d not to produce 
any formidable Evil, and therefore did 
not require. fo. rhetorical a. Cenfure, 
the Inconveniency of Kalendar Months 
may eafily be removed by a little Can- 
dour in the contraCting Parties, or that 
the Obje&tion may not be repeated to 
the Interruption of the Debate, Weeks 
or Days may be fubftituted, and the 
ufual reckoning of the Sailors be ftill 
continued, 

That fome Contracts may be an- 
nulled, and Inconveniencies or Delays 
of Payment arife, is too. evident to be 
queftioned ; but in that Cafe-the. Sail- 
or may have his Remedy provided, 
and be enabled to obtain by an eafy 
Procefs, what he fhall be judg’d to Lave 
deferved; for it muft be allow’d rea- 
fonable, that every Man who labours 
in honeft and ufeful Employments, 
fhould receive the Rewatd of his Dili- 
gence and Fidelity. ; 

Thus, Sir, may the Claufe, however, 
loudly cenfured and violently oppofed, 
be made ufeful and equitable,‘ and the 
publick Service advanced without 
Injury to Individuals.

Very Law which extends its Influ- 
iz ence to great Numbers in varieu 
Kelations and Circumftances muft pro- 
du ce 
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duce fome Confequences that were-ne- 
ver forefeen or intended and.is to'be 
cenfured or applauded as the general 
Advantages or Inconveniencies are 
found to preponderate. Of this kind is 
the Law before us, a Law enforced by 
the Neceflity of our Affairs and drawn 
up with no other Intention than to 
fecure the publick Happinefs and pro- 
duce that Succefs which every Man’s 
Intereft muft prompt him to defire. 
If in the Execution of this Law, Sir, B 
fome Inconveniencies fhould arife, they 
are to be remedied as faft as they are 
difcovered, or if not capable of a Re- 
medy to be patiently born in Confide- 
ration of the general Advantage.

Let any Man buat fuppofe that the 
Eaft Jdnian Company were obliged 
to give only half the Wages that other 
Traders allow, and confider how that 
part of our Commerce could be car- 
ried on; would not their Goods rot 
in their Warehoufes, and their Ships 
lie for ever in the Harbour? Would 
not the Sailors refule to contra& with 
thm 
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them ? or defert them after a Contraét; 
upon the firft profpe& of more advan- 


tageous Employment? 
But it is not requifite to multiply

Fhefe Seamen have already con- 
tra&ted for the price of their Labour,

HERE is one Objection more 
which my Acquaintance with

Neceflity of {pending a great part of 
his Life at a Dittance from his 
native Country, in places where he 
can neither hear of our Defigns nor 
ke inftruéted in our Laws, and there- 
fore it is evident that no Law ought to 
affeét him before a certain Period of 
Time in which he may reafonably be 


fuppofed to have been ia‘ormed of it.G 


For every Man ought to have it in 
his power to avoid Punifhment, and 
to faffer on!y for Negligence or Obiti- 
nacy. 

It is quite emneceffary, Sir, to ob- 
ferve to this Atflembly, that there are 
now, as at ali times, great Numbers 
»f Sailors in every part of the Wos!d, 
and that they at lait equally deferve 
our Regard with thofe who are under the 


nor ean -we, ‘im my Opinion, without 
manifeft Injuftice, diffolve a Contra& 
founded upon Equity, ‘and confirmed 
by Law. 

It is, Sir, an undifputed Principle of 
Government, that-no Petfons fhould be 
punifhed without a Crime; but is it 
no Panifhment to-deprive a Man of 
what is due to him by a legal Stipu- 
lation, the Condition of which is on 
his part’ honeftly fulfilled ? 

Nothing, Sir, can be imagined more 
calamitous than the Difappointment to 
which this Law Subjeéts the.unhap- 
py Men who are now promoting the 
Interefl of their Country in diftant 
Places amidft Dangers and Hardthips, 
in unhealthy Climates and barbarous 
Nations, where they comfort them: 
felves under the Fatigues of Labour 
and the Miferies of Sicknefs, with the 
Profpeét of the Sum which they fhall 
gain for the Relief of their Families, 
and the Refpite which their Wages 
will enable them to Enjoy; but upon 
their Retarn they find their Hopes 
blafted and their Contraéts diffolved 
by a Law made in their Abfence. 

No human Being, I think can 
coolly and deliberately infli& a Hard- 
{hip like this, and therefore I doubt 
not but thofe who have by Inadver- 
tency given Room for this Objection 
wil! either remove it by an Amend- 
ment, or what is, in my Opinion, 
more eligible, reject the Claufe as in- 
expedient, ufelefs, and unjutt.

Let me fuppofe, Sir, 2 Merchant urg- _ 
ing it as a Charge againft a Seaman, 
that he raifes his Demand of Wages in 
Time of War, would not theSailor rea- 
dily reply, That harderLabour required 
larger Pay ? Would he not ask, why the 
general Practice of Mankind is charged 
as a Crime upon him only ? Enquire, 
fays he, of the Workmen in the Docks, 
have they not double Wages for double 
Labour? And is not their Lot fafe 
and eafy in Comparifon with mine, 
at once encounter Danger and fup- 
port Fatigue? carry on War and 
Commierce at the fame Time, tocon- 
duét the Ship and oppofe the Enemy, 
and am equally expofed to Captivity 
and Shipwreck. 

That this is in Reality the State of 
a Sailor in Time of War, I think, Sir, 
too evident to require Proof; nor do 
I fee what Reply, can be made to the 
Sailor’s artlefs Expoftulation.

For, aecording to the general 
Intefpretation of our Statutes, it will 
be determined that he-has forfeited his 
whole Claim by illegal Contra&.

Though almoft verbal, it has 
(beyond what could have been expected) 
as much of the elevation of poetry as any 
of the beft-fpirited : and, if I might be 
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I fhould pronounce the Doétor’s tranfla- 
tion fo much {uperior to any other, as to 
fay, It exhibits the original in almoft all 
the beauties of the right fide ; when the 
others ‘hardly exprefs the grofs propor- 
tions of the Figures, as they appear on 
the wrong fide. ‘ 

To give the face of a probability to 
what I have advanc’d ; Fir every blemifh 
that any one fhall fhow in Dr Trapp’s, I 
will engage to point out 20 in Mr Dryden's 
verfion ; which Mc Pope declares (pref.
